Justice Kekewich had before him the case of 
fn re the Manchester and District Shipping Co., 
Ltd., which came on as an unopposed petition 
to reduce the capital of the company nsel 
stated that there had been a loss on the working 
of the ship and a loss on the capital account. 
No dividend had been paid under the present 
management of the company. In point of fact, 
enly 1 dividend had been paid at all, and that 
was during the reign of a former er. It 
appeared that the former — acies vanced 
money to the dividend, and then e bank- 
rupt. He lodged a claim against the company 
for the sum advanced, and that claim was con- 
tested and failed. Thus there had been no divi- 
dend paid. The only ital of the company 
consisted of the ship, which was purchased soon 
after the company's incorporation for 442,000. 
The affidavit of the present manager showed that 
there had been a loss of £4,000 on the working, 
and a loss of £23,000 on the ship, or £27,000 in 
all, and this was not covered by the available 
assets.—His lordship sanctioned the reduction 
asked for, observing, however, that he believed 
that the legislature never intended the reduction 
of the capital to be applied in this way.
